Gossip from Canadian Circuit. 



Detroit. Midi.. July 24. — The first of the 1911 meet- 
ing of the Windsor Fair Grounds aud Ilriviug Park 
Association, which came to a close Saturday, will go 
on record as the most successful meeting so far given 
the Windsor track. Because of the absence of 
eastern competition Windsor was the meeea for horse- 
men and followers of racing from the Atlantic coast 
i * the Mississippi and the result was a meeting of 
unprecedented prosperity. The eastern contingent 
that had been patronizing the Canadian circuit tracks 
all season in the absence of racing in New York 
stall' was supplemented at Windsor by numerous ar- 
rivals from Kentucky, where the usual midsummer 
suspension of racing is on. The attendance at Wind- 
sor averaged much greater than at any previous meet- 
ing there, and this in spite of an increase in the ad- 
mission fee to $1.50. Besides, a greater number of 
books were in daily operatiou. The same prosperity 
seems in store for the Fort Erie Second meeting, 
which is scheduled to 6peu on Saturday next for the 
leg u la t ion seven days of racing, with the $5,000 Do- 
minion Handicap scheduled as the stellar feature. 
Virtually everybody who participated in the racing 
here will go to Fort Erie. 

John Powers will again have charge of his old 
favorite. Jack Atkin, this week. The horse will lie 
turned over to him at Fort Erie. Barney Schreiber 
wrote Mr. Powers that Jack Atkin had been given 
his daily gallops right along and was in condition to 
be given fast work. An effort will lie made to have 
the horse ready for fall racing in Canada. Trainer 
Powers had great success with this son of Sain. He 
succeeded in getting him to stay a mile aud a quar 
ter last season, when he won the $10,000 Dominion 
Handicap at Fort Erie in record time for the distance 
in Canada. Mr. Powers will also take over the four- 
year-old Sager. 

S. C. Hildreth has not had much success with his 
jumpers this season. He paid good prices for Pinna 
Ken and The Welkin, and one purse is all he has 
t « k en with them. This was won by The Welkin at 
Windsor. The stiff fences at Toronto and Montreal 
were evidently not to Pinna Ken’s liking, for he 
soured and jumped in slovenly fashion. Fits Herbert, 
which recently pulled up lame in a race, is going 
along again. He stepped on a stone which bruised 
liis foot and the injury was not as serious as was at 
tirst supposed. King James has not been to the races 
in a couple of months. He went wrong at Montreal. 
Novelty has not started in a few’ w’ooks. and out of 
the big band of two-year-olds with which he started 
Ihc- season few have shown wiiming form. 

The program hook for the second meeting at Fort 
Erie has been issued. Four stakes will he run during 
the meeting — the $5,000 Dominion Handicap on the 
opening day. Saturday, July 29: the Iroquois Hotel 
Stakes on Tuesday, August 1 : the Grand Canadian 
Steeplechase on Thursday. August 3. and the Citna- 
Oian Sportsman Handicap on Saturday. August 5. 
There arc many cligiblcs to all but the Grand Cana- 
dian Steeplechase. All of the best horses in the 
country are eligible to go to the post in the Dominion 
Handicap. 

’Hie program book for the second meeting of the 
Hamilton Jockey Club. August 12 to 19. has made its 
appearance. It provides for seven races on each day 
of the meeting, with $500 as the minimum purse and 
a liberal sprinkling of races of greater value, de- 
signed to attract the better class of horses in train- 
ing on the Canadian circuit. There will l»e t lie usual 
number of races through and over the turf course. 



The first of the 1911 meetings of the Windsor 
Fair Grounds and Driving Dark Association, which 
opened at Windsor. Out., July 15 and catnc to a 
dose July 22. embraced the regulation seven days 
allowed for race meetings in Canada, during which 
fifty races were run and $27,930 was distributed in 
stakes and purses, representing the satisfactory 
daily average of $3,900. R. F. Carman has the 
distinction of heading the money- winning owners, 
with William Garth second.

MANY HORSES AT LOUISVILLE TRACKS. 



Recent Arrivals Materially Swell Summer Colony at 
Churchill Downs and Douglas Park. 



Louisville. Kv.. July 24. — Many horses have ar- 
rived from Latonia within the last few days to rest 
at Douglas Park until fall racing begins in Ken- 
tucky. There are now about as many horses at this 
track as there are at Churchill Downs, and l>oth 
courses combined could easily raise sufficient racers 
to have a race meeting of fair proj portions right now. 
One string ihut lias just reached Douglas Park is 
that of J. II. Meade, in charge of John Lowe. In 
this stable are John Louis, Marian Casey, Del Friar, 
Uoinpie. Chapultepec and four others, and the whole 
lot are looking well and doing satisfactorily. Trainer 
Lowe looks for Chapultepec to he in excellent racing 
condition by fall, the speedy sprinter now beiDg over 
the lameness which kept him from racing during 
the latter part of the late Latonia meeting. This 
son of Gcrolstein may be asked to run some distance 
races next fall. Trainer I.owe is also temporarily 
looking after nine horses owned by Henderson & 
Hogan, and in the long barn where he is located is a 
division of the stables of F. J. Pons aud.T. R. Respess, 
some twenty horses in all. Trainer George Walker 
t<jok six of the Pons horse** to Panada, but all the 
other horses owned by that turfman are now housed 
at Douglas Park. Mr. Respess also took only a few 
horses to Canada, shipping most of his big stable 
here, lie has in his string at Douglas Park seteral 
likely two-year-olds that were not raced this summer 
on account of not getting over an early spring sick 
ness. All of these youngsters are now well aud 
hearty. 

Another stable now at Douglas Park is that of the 
Canadian traiuer. John Walters, who has the good 
three- venr-old Mclvor in his string. Mr. Walters 
went home to Canada to make a visit, lint sent his 
horses here to Douglas Park to rest during the re- 
mainder of the summer. 

Louis Tauber is a late arrival at Churchill Downs 
with Golden aud Spindle: he also brought here for 
John W. Schorr three head, including Terrible Dan 
and Tom Hayward. 

None of the horses now here is doing more than 
slow exercise, jogging and cantering mostly. The 
course at Douglas Park is now exceedingly fast. 
Even with 11m soiling over of the track at the 
Downs, the going is also good there. 

J. W. Frye lias also come to Douglas Park with 
cloven horses, the best of the string being Prince 
like. Joe Knight and Colonel Cook. The two first 
named are on the ailing list, but are expected to 
round to for fall racing. 

H. R Brandt likes his present summer quarters 
at Churchill Downs and was agreeably surprised to 
fiud the weather no hotter here at present than it is 
In fonada at this season of the year. His crack 
two-rear-old Casli on Delivery is doing finely now* 
and. in fact, all his horses, including Harrigan. 
Angelas and Tim Reach are looking well. 

\V. G. Yanke receives good reports from Texas 
of the improved condition of Gilpv and Jupiter Joe 
and indications now are that lioth of them will again 
stand training. Mr. Yanke will make no effort to 
tyke them up until he returns to Juarez next winter.

Saratoga. N. July 24. — Senator Brackett has 
been trying to comfort lus local oonstitutents by 
holding out the hope that there may be racing here 
this season in spite of the failure of the Legislature 
to pass tiie Gittins bill before taking a recess. But 
his words fall on deaf ears, for R. T. Wilson, presi- 
dent of the Saratoga Association for the Improve- 
ment of the Breed of Horses, has declared in em- 
phatic terms that there will be no racing at the Spa 
as loug as the so-called “directors’ liability law” is 
effective. 

Saratogans see a loan summer and hungry winter 
ahead of them. Without racing Saratogans fear 
hard times. With the racing bills lying dormant in 
the Assembly many reservations at the big hotels 
for the month of August have been canceled. These 
changes have caused the hotel proprietors to notify 
trades people to cut off the supplies ordered for the 
racing season. In addition many employes at the 
hotels have been discharged. 

There are several strings of race horses stabled at 
the track and at Horse Haven, the training grounds 
just outside of the track proper. 'The combined sta- 
ble of II. K. Knapp, a state racing commissioner, 
and Francis It. Hitchcock, a steward of the Jockey 
Hub. holds the greatest number of racers. They are 
in charge of William II. Karrick. But these horses 
will not remain here long. Now' that the chance of 
racing be*v this summer lies locked up in the arch- 
ives of the Assembly, most of the horses will be 
shipped to Canada.

Saratoga is said to be panic-stricken over the 
failure of the Gittins measure. The big hotels are 
practically empty and all of them are expected to 
lose heavily on the season. The storekeepers and 
business men of Saratoga are facing bankruptcy, it. 
is said, and no relief is in sight. It was hoped that 
the Saratoga race meeting would be run anyway with 
a liberal interpretaton of the law, but the Jockey 
Club frowned upon the plan as soon as it was 
broached. In fact the track managers decided sev- 
eral weeks ago to keep the gates closed if the 
Legislature did not afford the desired relief. Op- 



ponents of the Gittins measure have created the 
Impression that its passage would mean open book- 
making. but no such condition would have arisen. 
The law against “bookmaking” “with or without” 
writing would have made even oral betting impossible 
unless test cases in the courts had been decided in 
favor of the racing interests. It was said o» good 
authority yesterday that the directors’ liability law 
as it stands would soon be tested from a legal point 
of view. — New York Sun.
